DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Shinkai et al 
(4821504). 

Shinkai teaches a rotor spinning machine comprising a plurality of working stations and a 
bobbin supplying device extending along the machine, wherein at least two service units 
supplying the working stations with bobbins are supplied by the supply device, and a central 
machine control device configured to suppress a bobbin request from a second service unit in the 
event an existing bobbin request from a first service unit until the existing request has been 
fulfilled by receiving or passing (Shinkai teaches a system of carriages which determines which 
carriage should service which spinning machines. While a first carriage is servicing one unit, it 
will not be able to interfere with what a second carriage is doing, thus if the second carriage 
makes a first request, then the requests of the first carriage will be suppressed since it is already 
in use, and it will not be able to request something for the unit the second is working on until the 
second has received its request and moved on).
